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Paul Revere, bom in Boston January 1, 1735, was 
an American patriot and silversmith. He is best known for 
carrying the news of the approach of the British troops to 
Lexington, warning the Revolutionary leaders of their danger 
and calling the citizens of the countryside to arms. This 
ride was commemorated by Henry Wadsworth Longfellow 
in his Paul Revere's Ride, one of the most popular poems 
in American literature. Among many other contributions to 
the Revolution and his society, Paul Revere engraved political 
cartoons, took part in the Boston Tea Party, designed and 
printed the first issue of Continental paper currency, cast 
bronze cannon for the Revolutionary War effort and bronze 
bells still in use today, made the Massachusetts State Seal, 
and throughout continued his trade of crafting silver. 

A display of books and other materials on Paul Revere’s 
life and times will be found on the Upper Level through 
January. Each month the life and times of a different person 
of note will be highlighted, so be sure to come upstairs to 
be introduced to (or learn more about) some very interesting 
people you should know. As Paul Revere himself might 
have put it, “The Biographies are coming!”

Highlighting the Life md 
Hines Of... 

Charlie Chaplin 

April is National Humor Month and is appropriately 
highlighted by the birthday of Charlie Chaplin (bom April 16, 
1889), regarded by many as the greatest comedian of all time. 
Known best for his role as the “Little Tramp,” the man with 
the toothbrush mustache, bowler hat, bamboo cane, and 
funny walk, his lengthy career spanned over two-thirds of the 
20th century, beginning when he was 8 and touring with ‘The 
Eight Lancashire Lads” in turn-of-the-century England, 
continuing with his appearance in some 87 movies (not to 
mention those he wrote and/or directed), and culminating with 
his final appearance in the 1967 motion picture, “A Countess 
in Hong Kong,” with Sophia Loren and Marlon Brando. His 
many honors included the French Legion of Honor; a lifetime 
achievement Academy Award (for his “incalculable effect in 
making motion pictures the art form of the century”); the 
Venice Film Festival’s Golden Lion; and Knight Commander 
of the British Empire bestowed by Queen Elizabeth II in 1975. 
Though his life was filled with scandal and controversy as 
well as four marriages and 11 children, at heart he was a quiet 
man with an unpretentious lifestyle. He stated that “I remain 
one thing, and one thing only - and that is a clown. It places 
me on a far higher plane than any politician.” Many would 
agree. j

Library Classes: 

Becoming Computer Savvy 


Not yet sure how to use a computer? Is 
your computer gathering dust because you 
just don’t like fumbling around, trying to 
figure it out? Twice a year, the Griffith 
Branch offers a series of free classes cov¬ 
ering the basics of computer-ology. Regis¬ 
tration for the June programs begins mid- 
May. We don’t promise to turn you into a 
geek, but you will have a start on using a 
computer with confidence. 

“Meet the Mouse” is for people with few 
^mio computer skills. In other words, if 
Urve never touched a computer (not even 
played with one in the stores), this is the 
place to start. We concentrate on moving 
the mouse, clicking, and important parts of 
the keyboard. You will get an overview of 
the parts of a computer and how they work, 
in plain English. Then, you will learn how 
to click and see what happens when you 
do. 

“Basic Windows” offers training to enable 
you to use computers at the library, (e.g., 
using a mouse, opening & closing pro¬ 
grams, minimizing, etc.). Learning the ba¬ 
sics of one Windows program gives you a 
start on any Windows program because they 
all have some common ways of working. 
We’ll use Microsoft Word’s word proces¬ 
sor to learn the landscape of Windows pro¬ 
grams. When we’re through, you might not 
be an expert, but you will be ready to write 
this year’s Christmas letter or your great 
American novel (assuming you already have 
a great American novel in you). 

“Navigating the ‘Net,” you’ll learn what 
be found on the Internet and how you 
can find information on the Web through 
search engines. Knowledge of basic Win¬ 
dows is required, so we recommend that 


you take our “Basic Windows” class prior to 
this one. If you took the “Basic Windows” 
class, you’re ready for “Navigating the ‘Net.” 
You definitely don’t have to be an expert, but 
you do need to be comfortable with using the 
mouse. After a brief explanation of what the 
Internet is and isn’t, we’ll discuss safety on 
the ‘Net. Then we move on to surfing the 
Web. 

If you just want to use email, our newest 
computer class, “EZ Email,” gets you started 
using free web-based email. If you don’t al¬ 
ready have an email address, we’ll help sign 
you up for a free account on Yahoo. Then 
we’ll cover sending, receiving, replying, and 
forwarding. You will still need the basics of 
using a computer, at least the skills we cover 
in “Meet the Mouse.” 

One important thing to remember is that 
these are hands-on classes. Instead of just 
listening to a lecture, you will sit at an as¬ 
signed computer and actually learn exactly 
how to do things. We will offer this series of 
classes three times (except the email class, 
which is only offered twice). So, you have 
three opportunities for each of the classes, 
but space is limited. There are only eight com¬ 
puters, so only eight people can attend each 
class. This limited size means classes fill up 
'quickly, but it also means we have time for 
personal attention. No one gets left behind. 
We speak English in these classes, not com- 
puter-ese, but you’ll be able to sling the lingo 
with the best of them when we’re through.

L. FRANK BAUM 

Few authors have brought so much joy to children - and to all I 
the young of heart - as L. Frank Baum, whose birthday falls I 
very appropriately in the merry month of May. Bom May 15, I 
1856, with a weak heart, his future did not look promising, and I 
indeed he failed at just about everything he tried to do. He was I 
an actor successful in only one production ( The Maid of A rran I 
in 1882); a newspaper editor for The Aberdeen Saturday I 
Pilgrim (Aberdeen, North Dakota), which failed; a store owner I 
(Baum’s Bazaar) who eventually had to file for bankruptcy; I 
and as a motion picture producer and director, his life was a I 
continual struggle. A kind and gentle family man who never I 
swore or told dirty jokes, and who found it difficult even to I 
punish his four sons (he left that to his wife), he met all I 
challenges with enthusiasm and talent, but with a complete I 
lack of business sense. 

Finally, encouraged by his mother-in-law, in 1897 he published I 
a collection of his own nursery rhymes. Mother Goose in Prose, I 
which met rave reviews; in 1899 he published Father Goose: I 
His Book, which became the best-selling book of that year; I 
and in 1900 The Wonderful Wizard of Oz appeared to instant I 
and ongoing success. This book was the beginning of the Oz I 
series, America’s own fairy tales. Baum maintained that “...to I 
please a child is a sweet and lovely thing that warms one’s I 
heart and brings its own reward,” and his marvelous creations I 
have indeed pleased generations of children of all ages.

This reminds me of 
Howard Hughes and his team of engineers who designed a flying

longer than a football field, the “Spruce Goose” was designed to 
move 750 troops across the Atlantic without fear of the German U- 
boats.

Workers used the Duramold process of 
permeating a series of thin wood laminations with plastic glue to 
create a design that was stronger than aluminum. The war ended 
before the plane was fully ready for flight, but on November 2, 
1947, Howard Hughes flew the gigantic craft for over a mile proving 
that his design had been successful. After this short flight, the 
“Spruce Goose” remained in its special custom built hangar until 
the death of Hughes. Now, the “Spruce Goose” is the centerpiece 
of the Evergreen Aviation Museum in McMinnville, Oregon.

JACQUES COUSTEAU 

As we begin this season of holiday trips on or near the water, 
it is fitting that we remember Jacques Cousteau, who made the 
wonders of the deep come alive for millions through his books, 
including The Silent World and The Living Sea; films, for which 
he won three Academy Awards; and television programs, 
including the popular series Undersea World of Jacques 
Cousteau. In 1943 he co-invented the aqualung, an underwater 
breathing device which made this silent world visible to legions 
of divers. After 1951, he explored the oceans in his research 
ship Calypso, which John Denver memorialized in his 1975 song 
of the same name. In 1960, he joined with Prince Rainier of 
Monaco in a successful effort to thwart France’s plan to dump 
radioactive wastes into the Mediterranean Sea. In his later years 
he devoted himself to educating the public about environmental 
issues and, through the Cousteau Foundation founded in 1973, 
to furthering marine research and exploration. Jacques 
Cousteau, the world’s most famous undersea adventurer and a 
legend in his own time, was bom in France on June 11, 1910, 
and died June 25, 1997.

P. T. BARNUM AND THE CIRCUS 

A perennial highlight of summer, the circus has thrived in 
America almost since the country’s foundation. During the 
19 th century, it was the primary and most popular form of 
entertainment and information, providing most people with their 
first view of new inventions, exotic animals and persons, and 
popular entertainments. Doubtless the most famous name 
associated with the circus is that of Phineas Taylor Bamum 
(July 5, 1810 - April 7, 1891), the showman who founded the 
exhibition that eventually became Ringling Brothers and Bamum 
and Bailey Circus. A museum owner for most of his career, 
Bamum was an enthusiastic and energetic promoter who missed 
no opportunity to provide the masses with spectacular 
entertainment, and his crowning achievement in this field was 
his traveling museum and circus, featuring Tom Thumb, Jumbo 
the Elephant, the Fiji Mermaid, the original Siamese twins Chang 
and Eng, and, in 1850, a 150-night tour by the world-famous 
singer Jenny Lind. Still in existence though now enjoyed in 
indoor arenas rather than under the Big Top, Bamum’s great 
achievement comes to town regularly to provide enchantment 
and thrills for all.

Highlighting the Life sod 
fhaes ©L ernie pyle 

In August we commemorate the end of World War II (August 
14, 1945) and the birth of its most beloved chronicler, Ernie 
Fyle(Augii£t3,1900), Bora in Para, Indiana, Ernie majored in 
journalism at Indiana University but left a month before 
graduation to lake a job as a cub reporter on the La Forte 
Herald- Argus, the first step of his life-long career in 
newspapers. When World War II broke out. he flew to Britain i 
to report tire Battle of Britain, and when American troops 
arrived in Europe, Ernie lived with (hemand followed them to 
Africa, Sicily, and Italy, Helmdtd wilhlhcmuiNorinjmdy. Ik 
wrote sympathetically and humorously about the experiences 
or the enlisted man rather than details of grand strategy or the 
exploits of officers. He brought the war home to Americans by 
telling them how their boys lived and fought as soldiers, and 
they responded with enthusiasm, affection* and respect. He 
was awarded the Puli&cr Prize in 1944, In January, 1945, despite 
frequent premonitions of death, he traveled lo the Pacific to 
report on the war there.

Highlighting the Life mJ 
H roes Of... AGATHA CHRISTIE 

Author of more than 80 novels and numerous short stories 
and plays, many of which were made into popular feature 
films, Agatha Christie was by the time of her death the best¬ 
selling English novelist of all time. She was bom September 
15,1890, in Torquay, Devon, to an American father (who had 
lived in England for 20 years) and English mother. Her father 
died when she was only 10 years old, and her mother, who 
believed that “education destroyed the brain and ruined the 
eyes,” provided her with “general knowledge” at home. 
However, the house was full of books, and Agatha and her 
sister and brother were encouraged to read ail of them. Agatha, 
who was a quiet, shy, child, amused herself by studying music 
and writing. In December, 1914, she married Royal Flying 
Corps pilot Archie Christie, and in 1919 her daughter Rosalind 
was bom. Though the marriage ended in divorce after 14 
years, she kept the name which she was to make world famous. 
In 1930, she married Max Mallowan, an archaeologist she’d 
met on a trip to Egypt, and though completely unlike in 
background, education, profession, and age, theirs was a 
marriage of soulmates. Agatha would accompany Max on his 
digs, plotting and writing her mysteries in the peace and quiet 
of a convenient cave near a site he was unearthing. She 
famously stated that “An archaeologist is the best husband 
any woman can have. The older she gets, the more interested 
he is in her.” She was awarded many honors, the proudest of 
which was Dame of the British Empire, in 1971. She died on 
January 12,1976, after a lifetime spent providing incalculable 
pleasure to millions. As her fellow mystery writer Margery 
Allingham put it, Agatha Christie has “entertained more people 
for more hours at a time than any other writer of her generation.”

DWIGHT DAVID EISENHOWER 

Bom October 14, 1890, in Denison, Texas, Dwight 
Eisenhower rose from humble beginnings to become the 
34 lh president of the United States. As a boy, he and his 
brother sold vegetables to help their family make ends 
meet. After high school, Dwight worked for a year to 
help with his brother’s college expenses. A family friend 
persuaded him to apply to the U.S. Military Academy at 
West Point, the only higher education he could possibly 
afford. He was accepted, and he graduated in 1915, 
61 s * in a class of 164. In 1926, however, he was first in 
a class of 275 officers attending the army’s “leadership 
factory” at Fort Leavenworth. He held various posts 
during World War I and after, but it was not until the 
preparation for and subsequent U.S. involvement in World 
War II that his superb leadership talents could be fully 
appreciated. On December 24, 1943, he was appointed 
supreme commander of the Allied Expeditionary Force; 
in December, 1944, he received the newly-created rank 
of five-star general. In 1952, riding the wave of his 
immense popularity as a war hero, he was elected 
President of the United States. Despite his more than 30 
years of military experience, Eisenhower believed that an 
effective leader should inspire cooperation rather than 
demand obedience by issuing orders. Consequently, 
despite the many tough issues confronting the nation, the 
hard decisions he had to make, and the criticisms leveled 
at his administration, he remained popular and even 
beloved by Americans. His campaign slogan couldn’t 
have been more fitting or more enduring: “I Like Ike!”

The library strives to meet the needs of 
all its patrons—of any age.

The theme was Get Active @ Your 
Libraiy! They decided that instead of a 
program for teens, they wanted to offer a 

• ry festival for families. They designed 
ran a number of games and crafts. The 
festival has been an annual event ever since, 
with last year’s attendance swelling to 250. 
The festival, along with the other volunteer 


duties the teens assume during the year, gives 
the community an opportunity to observe 
teens at their best, working very hard to 
produce a good program. 

In addition to increased teen programming, 
the library continues to focus on developing a 
good quality collection of books and 
magazines for teens. Last year, in recognition 
of Teen Read Week, the library system 
unveiled its expanded graphic novel 
collection. Although some graphic novels 
may look like a simple comic book, they are 
far more, with intricate plotting and 
character development and story lines 
carried forward by skilled drawings. In fact, 
in 2007 a graphic novel, American Born 
Chinese by Gene Luen Yang, won the 
coveted Printz Award, which recognizes 
excellence in young adult literature. 

The latest addition to teen programming 
has been the implementation of gaming 
programs at the library. In recognition of 
the benefits of gaming, especially for teens, 
several branches, including Cedar Lake, are 
offering programs that feature PlayStation 
games, including Dance Dance Revolution 
and Guitar Hero. These programs, along 
with the many other teen programs offered 
throughout the year, help teens develop 
positive values, along with a number of 
skills, including peer to peer learning and 
teaching, social competencies, constructive 
use of time, decision making, and problem 
solving skills. And teens understand that they 
are welcome @ their library!

Highlighting the Life sad 
ftoes OLKttTQ fOf 


November 4 marks the 85* anniversary of an event which stirred 
people’s imaginations as have few others in recent history: the 
discovery of the tomb of Tutankhamen, popularly known as King 
Tilt, by archaeologist Howard Carter. Carter had searched for the 
tomb for six years, and it well rewarded his efforts. Over 5,000 
objects were found in it, many made of gold or other precious 
materials, and many of great artistic worth. The gorgeous golden 
death mask covering the head and shoulders of the royal mummy 
in particular has become a symbol of ancient Egyptian art. Though 
his reign was not historically important, nor was he particularly 
memorable as an individual, his tomb has made him one of the 
most famous of Egypt’s pharaohs. It is unique in that it was found 
virtually intact; for over 3,000 years it had remained undiscovered 
by grave robbers or anyone else. Tutankhamen ruled from about 
1347 B.C. until his death in 1339 B.C. at the age of 19. Perhaps the 
most significant act he performed was to restore the “old religion” 
of Egypt. One of his immediate predecessors had decreed that 
only the god Aten should be worshipped; the great sun god 
Amun and the other traditional gods were abolished. This provoked 
so much hostility from the people (especially Amun’s priests) that 
four years after his accession Tutankhamen restored the worship 
of Amun. Eventually he was succeeded by Horemheb, who 
destroyed or removed all works honoring those who had ever 
accepted the worship of Aten, including Tutankhamen. This may 
explain why so little is known about him and his rule. However, his 
relative anonymity may also have preserved his tomb and its 
treasures for our edification and enjoyment.

MARGARET MEAD 

“I have spent most of my life studying the lives of other 
peoples- faraway peoples - so that Americans might better 
understand themselves.” 

At the time of her death in 1978, Margaret Mead was 
not only the most famous anthropologist in the world, but 
also one of its most influential women. Bom December 
16,1901, she began her remarkable career in 1925, when 
as a graduate student she traveled to Samoa to study how 
adolescence is shaped by cultural expectations. The results 
of her research were published in 1928 in a book which 
became and remains a best seller. Coming of Age in 
Samoa. This was the beginning of a prodigious output of 
work during a long and distinguished academic career, 
including some 40 books and thousands of articles. Though 
she taught at a number of institutions, including Columbia 
University, her primary base of operations was the 
Department of Anthropology at the American Museum of 
Natural History. The recipient of many honors, including 
28 honorary doctorates, she was awarded the Presidential 
Medal of Freedom following her death.
